Duncan after which he made an earnest 
plea 
for the 
man s 
release, 
urging 
Hamm's former good record, the fact 
that he had already t>een punished that 
his business required his personal 
a t­ 
tention, 
that 
one of 
his children 
wanted to attend school and could not 
do so if the wife and 
mother were to 
lie compelled to continue to bandle the 
business, and that 
the 
petition for 
H am m ’s 
release was signed 
hy so 
many citizens who actually believed 
the ends of justice 
had been met by 
the portion 
of the 
sentence already 
served 
Hamm had been sentenced to 
a term of twelve months at January 
term of Court

After puttering in vain and keeping 
the president of the United States sit 
Ling all night in the senate lobby, bo h 
houses recessed at daybreak Sunday 
until today. 
In the meantime many senators and ( 
members oi the house have left town. 
rn disgust, and when the two branches

together neither, 
will have a quorum. 
Furthermore the dawn of another 
legislative 
day finds the belligerent 
Democratic senators ready to continue 
their insistence that the house shall 
yield on the $600,000 century old state 
claims in tile general deficiency bill. 
The house will refuse. 
Added to this a determination upon 
the part of Senator I.aFollette to force 
the passage of the Pen rose-Reed reso­ 
lution for a sweeping campaign con­ 
tributions inquiry and you have a first 
class 
mixup. 
Any 
attempt to put 
through 
an 
adjournment 
resolution 
will be blocked on a point of no 
quorum, either by LaFollette or tin 
four fighting Democrats. This will ne 
cessitate a summoning of absent* e-* 
back to Washington, but seuate lead 
era say they could not drive the mein 
bers hack to the national capital with 
a regiment of cavalry. 
The unexpected deadlock and the 
row over the Penrose-Reed resolution 
has developed a lot of bad feeling b<*- 
tween the two houses aud among th* 
members of each. 
Worn out by their all night session 
the warring law m akers were the most 
disgruntled and disconsolate lot iuiag 
Liable.

PLAGUE SPREAD 
BY CAMEL 


Care*** of Dead Beaat Left Exposed 
Caused Slight Outbreak in 
Russia. 


The Paris Medical publishes some 
observations which throw an impor­ 
tant light on the c ase* of plague which, 
occurred in Russia som e tim e ago. As. 
far back as 1907 Dr. Klodnltzlhy no­ 
ticed in the Cazarel Island, 
in 
the 
Caspian Sea, a. slight 
outbreak 
of 
plague. 
Three women were attacked, 
and he was able to establish, after 
inquiry, that they had all three been 
engaged in handling the carcass of a 
cam el which had died from som e un­ 
known cause. 
Dater, in April. 1911, 
plague appeared in a little place In 
the district of Kamysch Samara. 
Six 
persons 
were attacked with plague, 
and all had eaten of a camel that had 
died. 
A f'th e end of September, in the 
sam e year, another cam el In the dis­ 
trict died, and then an autopsy was 
xnude. 
There were no clear indica­ 
tions of any Injuries to account for 
death, but in the viscera the doctor 
found a bacillus identical with that of 
Yersln, the cultures of which repro­ 
duced plague in anim als which were 
inoculated. 
Toward the end of the 
sam e month other human beings were 
attacked, and the outbreak coincided 
with the death of a cam el, and tests 
with the blood produced 
a 
typical 
plague bacillus, 
Dr. Klodnltzlhy has 
no doubt that the cases of plague in 
the human beings owed their origin 
to eating the flesh of plague stricken 
cam els, and he suggests that the ram- 
'els in question had been eating her­ 
bage which had become infected by 
cam els suffering from the disease.

Mary Becama Popular. 


There are four principal sources foi 
almost all the given names In use 
among English speaking people—these 
are Latin, Greek, Hebrew 
aud 
Ger­ 
man. A very few are of Saxon, Celtic, 
Syriac, Persian or Arabic origin. 
When England Was a Roman Catho­ 
lic country the name of the mother 
of Jesus Christ was, from religious 
and superstitious motives, very fre­ 
quently chosen by parents and for 
centuries Mary was the 
most 
com­ 
mon female Christian name in Eng­ 
land. 
After the Reformation the increased 
familiarity with the scriptures caused 
the names of the characters 
of 
the 
Old Testament history to be very fre­ 
quently adopted. 
To this period we 
owe the introduction 
of Surah 
or 
Sara, a Princess, and Hannah, grace. 
The latter has many derivatives, such 
as Ann., Anne, Annie, Anna, Annette, 
Nanette, Nan, Nancy, Nance and Net­ 
tle. 
The Puritans were steeped in Bible 
lore and were fond of taking the 
names of Christian virtues as front 
names for girls, as to them we owe 
such names as Mercy, Modesty, Grace, 
Patience. 
Prudence, 
Truth, 
Virtue, 
Faith, Hope and Charity. 
In Queen Anne’s time came In a 
fondness for choosing names ending 
in a or la, as Amelia, Letltia, Maria, 
Luclda and Alicia, of several of which 
there are alternative forms ending In 
#, Ie or y, aa Olive, Lettlce, Mary, 
Lucy, Annie and Alice 
Elizabeth, 
which 
means 
"conse­ 
crated to God," Is Hebrew and cam© 
into general use In 
England 
during 
the reign of Queen Bess. 
Isabel is 
the same name, of which 
Isabelle. 
Ysabel, Isabella are variants; 
Bess, 
Bessie. Bet. Betsy, Betty, Elisa, Elsie, 
Lizzie, Liz and Lillie being diminu­ 
tives 
Other Hebrew names in less com­ 
mon use are Abigail, 
Deborah 
and 
Dinah, Pleasure as the significance of 
Edna. and Eve. the mother of all, 
means life. 
Of Eve or Eva. Eveline and Evelina 
are diminutives. 
Joan, Jane. Joanna, of which Janet 
is th© diminutive, are feminine forms 
of John; Jean, Jeanne and Jeannette 
are 
th© 
French 
equivalents. 
The 
meaning Is gift of God. 
Jaquellne. Josephs and Tomasa are 
respectively feminine forms of James, 
Joseph and Thomas 
The 
name 
of 
Magdalene, given In the gospel to dis­ 
tinguish Mary of Magdala from other 
Marys, appears In French 
as 
Made­ 
line. the shortened form of which Is 
Maud. 
Marla has two meanings, bitter and 
star of the 
sea. 
Marlon 
is 
the 
French form of this and May is a 
diminutive of it. 
Th© name Marlon 
or Marianne Is th© result of th© com­ 
bination of Mary and Anne. 
Martha 
means sorrowful or ruler of the house.
